“ Ample protection would be given the peo-

Christmas Shoppers Spend Far More

Trade in general tes been satisfactory,” 
said Mr. Mandel. All State street houses 
have, I belleve, done a satisfactory business. 
Monday was the busiést day of the season, 
exceeding in business the busiest day last 
year.

Yates 
and Attorney General Hamlin that the rail- 
ways are holding vast eke of coal in 
their with a. view to influence prices, 
and the attorney general 1 expected ‘te in- 
vestigate at once and take action to force 
the roads to unload the cars and turn the coal 
over to the dealers. 

While it is asserted that thie ‘are’ 060 
cars of coal, aggregating 160,000 tons, stand- 
ing in the yards of raliroad companies near 
Chicago, it is said that this is not largely 
in excess of the normal amount. In defense 
of the companies it is alleged that the fallure

See Plan to Aid Operators. 

Complainants who have laid the matter be- 
fore the state authorities have proceeded on 
the assumption that the storing of coal in 
the yards has been part of a policy of the’ 
roads which are interested in coal mine oper- 
ating as well as coal transportation. Coal 
dealers assert that within the next ten days 
there will be a change in the situation, and 
that there will be no coal famine in the city. 

An investigation of some of the railroad | 
yards showed thht about 5,000 cars are wait- 
ing to be moved. An estimate of 1,000 was 
made in the Illinois Central yards. In the 
Baltimore and Ohio yards in South Chicago 
and in the Wolf lake yards the number was 
placed at 600. Many more are in the Fan- 
handle yards. 

Handicapped by the lack of motive power, 
the rallroads, it is explained, have chosen 
to handle high priced material first. When 
their capabilities are sufficient only to take 
care of the holiday trade, it is asserted, it is |

Threat May Hasten Railroads. | 

While this explanation is accepted, it is 
said that Mr. Hamlin’s threat to investigate | 
the condition of the coal yards will be respon- 
sible for renewed activity on the part of the 
roads, and will result in the speedy moving 
of the coal now standing in cars. | 

It is pointed out that.the great difficulty in 
this state is that there is no law to prevent 
railroad companies from owrling and operat- 
ing mines. Many of the best producing mines 
in the state are the property of the companies 
which, it is asserted, can manipulate the 
rates in sucha way as to keep out the product 
of other companies and market their own 
first. 

Says Famine will Soon End. 

“There wil not be a famine in coal.“ said 
Henry E. Weaver.

ANCE IN TREASURY. 

Successful Football Team Draws More 
Gate Money than Eiver Before in 
History of Midway College, Enab- 
ling Management te Wipe Out 
$5,000 Obligation—Receipts Amount 
to $48,000 Gross, with 1 82 Balance 
of $13,000. 

Finances in the athletic department of the 
University of Chicago are in better condi- 
tion than they have been at any other time 
in the history of the university, according to 
the figures which have come from the Chi- 
cago athletic department. More money was 


received from football last fall than ever be- 
fore, a large deficit was paid, all other debts 


$7,000 in the treasury with which to pay the 
expenses of the baseball and track teams of 
the university for the coming season. 

This announcement of the financial condi- 
tion of athietics at the University of Chicago 
points out a reason why Horace 
Butterworth was sought out by President 
James of Northwestern university to take 
charge of athletics at the Evanston institu- 
tion. The financial success of Chicago ath- 
letics is largely due to the energy and mod- 
—— rth in his manage by Manager Butter- 

managemen 
2 t of the Chicago 

During the football season of 1902 more 
money was-taken in at the football games 
alone than was received for all athletic con- 
tests, including football, baseball, and track 
athletics, in any previous year. No less than 
$48,000 was received for football tickets and 


amount $24,000 was paid to visiting teams 
and $11,000 was paid out for be- lea v- 
ing a net balance ot $13,000. There was an 
old debt hanging over the treasury and this 
was paid off, leaving a comely balance of 
$7,000 to finish up the year’s athletics. 

Teams; Big Receipts.

had the strongest football teams. The total 
receipts for football, baseball, and track 
contests in 1899, when Stagg had the cham- 
pion football eleven of the west, were $42,000. 

In 1900 the receipts dropped to a total 
of $35,000, and in 1901 they fell to $28,000, 
but the winning team of the Chicagoans and 
their carefully selected schedule of games

Manager Butterworth and Prof. Stagg had 
the most successful season up to the present 
one in 1899, when they had to fight against 
a combination formed by Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Illinois. Manager Butterworth 
was the man who is given the chief credit 
for breaking up this triumvirate. He 
worked a coup in his management by which 
he induced Wisconsin to see that it was to 
its interest to play Chicago a big post sea- 
son game to decide the championship of the 
west in football. Wisconsin fell in with 
the plan, with the result that Michigan and 
Illinois became disgruntled because Wiscon- 
sin did not keep its agreement not to have 
any athletic relations whatever -with Chi- 
cago, according to the rules laid down by the 
triumvirate, J 

Students Regret the Loss. 

All these bits of business diplomacy were 
well known to President James of North- 
western university, who was formerly a 
head professor at the University of Chicago. 
He also knew how well Manager Butter- 
worth had brought out the finances for the 
Chicago athletic department, and when he 
began to scout about for.a man to take Dr. 
Hollister's place the Chicago manager nat- 
urally came into his mind. 

There is much regret at the University of 
Chicago over the loss of Director Butter- 
worth, and there is no one at the univer- 
sity who seems to have any idea where 
a man can be found who can fill his 
place. Prof. Stagg has not answered 
Mr. Butterworth’s telegram up 
present date, and it is not known what 
he will do for a head man in the gymnasium, 
not to speak of a manager. There has been 
some mention of the name of Dr. J. E. Ray- 
croft by his friends at the university, but 
the minds of President Harper and Prof. 
Stagg are not known. 

Manager Butterworth will go to Evanston 
tomorrow to have a conference with Presi- 
dent James, when he will discuss the future 
policy of Northwestern in athletics in detail. 
He will make his home near the University 
of Chicago for some time, as he owns a home 
there.
